Significance o f tlie New Y ork E lection. 
New Y’ork, November 4th.—The Post, 
one of tiie most zealous opponents of the 
Workingmen’s ticket, says : 
“ The size of 
the George vote astonished a good many 
people. Thirty thousand was what even 
the most pessimistic were willing to assign 
him. 
People now know lhat wbut with 
the boycotting, socialistic and anarchist 
vote, and the crank vote, there is in our 
city affairs a danger which it will not doto 
joke about, or play tricks with.

We shall carry the city, despite the tricks 
of politicians. The future is ours. Victory 
is sure to come.’ ” 
The organ of the Central Labor Union, 
in a leader, gives notice that the victory is 
in fact George’s, not Hewitt’s.

F rie n d ly G reetings. 
W ashington, 
November 
4th. — The 
French guests called at the State Depart­ 
ment this morning, and. with Chief Clerk 
Drown, proceeded to the White House, 
where they were presented to the President 
by Count Sala, Charge d'AHaires of the 
French Legation. 
De Lessejvs, on behalf 
of the visitors, delivered an eloquent ad­ 
dress, which was responded to by the Presi­ 
dent in appropriate terms. 
The address delivered by Count de Less- 
eps was as follow s: 
“ Mr. President: I have the honor ¡H my 
capacity as President of the Franco-Ameri- 
can Commission to offer you the respectful 
homage of the Frenclt delegates who have 
come to take [tart in the ceremonies attend­ 
ing the inauguration of the Statue of 
Liberty Enlightening the World. 
I am 
deputed to tell you in their name that they 
don't (íesire to leave the United States, on 
their return to France, without having paid 
their respects, at his residence, the White 
House, to the Chief Magistrate of the great 
American nation, from which they have 
received during their slay here so many 
evidences and sincere sympathy. Among 
these evidences none could have been more 
striking than your presence in New York 
on the day when the statue of the great 
French artist llartholdi was unveiled. The 
lottv language to which you gave ex­ 
pression 
on 
that occasion oi the itu- 
p sing solemnity of October 28th, touched 
us deeply, 
being 
destined 
to cemeut 
the long standing friendship of our two na­ 
tions. It has been received by our fellow- 
citizens in France with a sentiment of satis­ 
faction tf vihich I am happy to be the in- 
terpreicr. 
Personally, we shall ail carry 
with us from America, together with the 
remembrance of the kindmss with which 
you have honored us and the examples of 
liberty under the law in the midst of the 
most marvelous activity to which we have 
b;en witnesses, the feeling that our mission 
ha» tended to draw closer the bonds which 
ur.i e the two great republics. Re pleased, 
Mr. President, to accept our heartiest wishes 
for yourself and family, and for the pros­ 
perity and greatness of the people of the 
United States.” 
The President replied as follows : •* I am 
much pleased to receive those who repre­ 
sented the people of Franco on the interest­ 
ing occasion to which you have referred. I 
b< p • the significance of their visit will be 
funv appreciated by the people of both na­ 
tions, and that ttio visible, tangible sign of 
friendship which we have seen permanently 
placed, will be a constant reminder of the 
duty we all owe to assist in the mainten­ 
ance of the most cordial relations between 
our two countries, so honorably connected 
in tlie past and having so many common 
purposes and interests in the present.'

N ew Y obk. November 4th.—Leonard 
Jerome, founder of the Jerome Park race­ 
track, to-day explained the line of defense 
which will be observed by himself and fol­ 
lowing in resisting the 
legal campaign 
against every form of betting at Jerome 
Park races. 
" No far as I know,” said 
Jerome. " there is not a race-track in the 
world, with the single exception of Jerome 
Park, where betting on races is prohibited. 
Betting is an inevitable concomitant of 
horse-racing, and that eliminated, all in­ 
terest in the snort ceases. W hy the au­ 
thorities make this set against us is a ques­ 
tion I cannot answer. The Directors and 
managers of Jerome Park do not desire to 
sanction any practices at their track which 
are contrary to the laws of the State. To 
ascertain just what form of betting on 
horse-races is legitimate and allowed by 
the Penal Code of the State, I wrote our 
counsel and asked their opinion and ad­ 
vice. I received a detailed reply, in the 
course of which t hey say the sections of 
the Penal Code which are invariably cited 
against us are generally misinterpreted, 
and that betting cannot legally be stopped 
under them. 
We propose to fight the mat­ 
ter to the bitter end.” Jerome then con­ 
tinued to explain the system of betting 
which would conform to* the rules. The 
ca«h will be kept separately on shelves. 
When a man wins, he will merely have to 
call at the desk and ask for a bet number 
so and-so, and the money will be handed 
over without any record being kept, or 
being necessary. 
Not bet under $50 will 
be received. All persons doing business 
on the track will be compelled to carrv 
badges with the name of their firm plainly 
shown.

W a sh in g to n , November 4th.—Edward 
McPherson, Secretary of the Republican 
Congressional Committee, makes the fol­ 
lowing computation from returns received 
up to 9 o’clock this evening, of the political 
complexion of the House of Representa­ 
tives of the Fiftieth Congress : 
The returns, as far as received, indicate 
the election of 154 Republicans, 159 Demo­ 
crats, 5 I.abornnd Independents, six doubt­ 
ful and one vacancy—325. The doubtful 
are : 
One in Illinois (Lands), one in Ken­ 
tucky (Carlisle), one in Ohio (Campbell), 
and three in Missouri (Clardy. Grover and 
Mansur). The Labor and Independents 
are: One in Florida (Pendleton), one in 
Indiana (Rush), one in Iowa (Anderson), 
one in Virginia (Honkins), one in Wiscon­ 
sin (Smith). 
If the Democrats get four of 
the doubtful ones, they will have 163, or a 
majority of the House. 
JJcPherson says the attitude of tae Dem­ 
ocracy toward the present Administration 
is similar to 
that of 
the Republicans 
toward the administration of President 
Hayes, and that many dissatisfied Demo­ 
crats voted the Labor ticket. The Labor 
party, he thinks, will become an organized 
factor in the pr.flical contests of the future, 
and the Labor vote must be taken into 
serious consideration. 
Phil. Thompson, Secretan-of the Dem« 
ocratic Committee, says the Democrats will 
have a good working majority in the 
House. 


m’phebsox changes h is o pin io n. 
L ateii.—McPherson privately admits his 
belief that the Democrats will have a ma­ 
jority in the next House of Representatives. 
He says that his figures cannot he accurate, 
as the returns are now so imperfect, but he 
has no idea that the Democratic majority 
will exceed ten or twelve. 
W hile the Dem­ 
ocrats will have a majority in the House, 
the Republicans will have a majority of the 
States. 
This is an important advantage, 
as, in the event of our next Presidential 
contest being thrown into the House of 
Representatives, the Republicans would 
gain the Presidency. Should Henry George, 
I’owderly, or any of the Labor leaders be 
nominated for President and receive a large 
vote, the election might be thrown into the 
House, in which event the contest would 
he settled by the party having the majority 
of the States. 
M angus S lakes T hings Lively. 
K an sas C ity . November 4th.—Mangus, 
head Chief of the Cbiraiahua Apaches, 
and thirteen bucks and squaws passed 
through here under guard to-day, en route 
to Fort Marion, Fla. While the party were 
going through Colorado Mangus jumped 
through a car-window and ran some dis­ 
tance before lie was recaptured. Then he 
obtained a knife and stabbed himself in 
half a dozen 
places, indicting serious 
wounds. 
This morniDg be attacked his 
interpreter, striking the man about the 
head with the shackles on his wrists. Dur­ 
ing the consequent uproar the train started, 
carrying off all the party except the in­ 
terpreter, who was left behind and will 
follow to-night. 


T H E CH ILD OF T H E DESERT MAKES IT LIV ELY 
FOB T H E COLORED TROOPS. 
D en v er, November 4th.— A 
Pueblo 
special to the \eirs says : Mangus Colorow, 
the Apache Chief in charge of a detach­ 
ment of colored troops on the way to Flor­ 
ida, attempted to escape near Pueblo this 
morning. 
When the train was three miles 
east of Pueblo and running at the rate of 
forty miles an hour, Mangus asked permis­ 
sion to go into the saloon, which was 
granted. As soon as he entered he locked 
the door, smashed the glass and leaped 
through the window. The train ran nearly 
a mile before it could be stopped. 
When 
it was backed up, Mangus was found lying 
on his side on the track, unconscious, and 
badly cut and bruised, with three ribs 
broken. 
He was taken aboard the cars, 
and soon came to his senses. 
He then 
made a desperate fight. 
One hand had 
slipped out of the manacles, leaving them 
hanging to the other, and he slugged one 
of the soldiers with it in the tace, knock­ 
ing him down. He then got on the Moor, and 
thence under a seat, struggling with half a 
dozen soldiers and howling. The rest of 
the Apaches set up a roar, but each was 
guarded by a negro with a cocked carbine. 
For a while bedlam prevailed. 
Finally 
Mangus was stretched across two seats, 
with a bell-pord wound around him all the 
way up his legs and body. 
The sudden 
death on Tuesday, at San Maria, of the 
Spanish interpreter, made Mangus sullen, 
and he took it to heart greatly, which is 
supposed to have caus.d his fit of despera­ 
tion. 
C alifo rn ia F ru it in Good D em and. 
C hicago, November 4th.—'The market for 
California fruit is generally unchanged. A 
number ot carloads of grapes have been 
¡ received by passenger train since the first 
1 of the week, which are meeting wiih a 
very good demand. Tokays, choice, are 
going at $4(ñ 3 25 per 40-pound crate, and 
occasionally some fancy lots a little over 
' this. Muscats are also in good demand, 
! aud sell lor $2 75(ir.'l. Morocco and Em­ 
perors are selling about the same as Mus­ 
cats, yet they don't seem to he in so much 
favor with the public generally as either 
Tokay or Muscats. 
Peats continue scarce 
aud firm, choice fruit bringing $31 ■ ’• 50 per 
box. 
(Juinces continue to drive along at 
§1 per box, and as the season for this fruit 
is nearly over, it is not thought advisable 
to make any more shipments to this mar­ 
ket. Grapes and pears will he wanted as 
long as the season for them in California 
lasts. 
"Washington Notes. 
W a sh in g to n , November 5tli.—It is the 
present intention of Mrs. Cleveland to ac­ 
company Secretary and Mrs. Endicott on 
their trip to Boston to morrow. The Pres­ 
ident will follow on Sunday. 
All the members of tlie Cabinet were in 
attendance at the meeting this afternoon, 
except Whitney and Vilas. 
Assistant Secretary Fairchild will here­ 
after act as Secretary of the Treasury on 
the days set apart for Cabinet meetings, in 
order to afford Secretary Manning oppor­ 
tunity to attend the deliberations of the 
Cabinet without interference with the duties 
of his office. 
In the case of John W. r>ailey et al.. from 
the Walla Walla I^nd District, Washing­ 
ton Territory, involving the status of cer­ 
tain lands selected by the Commissioners 
of the Walla Walla [Railroad?] Company 
as indemnity for school lands lost through 
deficiencies caused by fractional school sec­ 
tions. the Secretary of the Interior has de­ 
cided that the Act of February 26, 1359, 
authorized such selections and their subse­ 
quent approval by the Department, and that 
consequently said lands were not thereafter 
subject to entry as part of the public do­ 
main. 
A D ynam ite C ruiser. 
N ew Y o rk , November 1th.—Charles A. 
Cramp came here from Philadelphia ves- 
terdav morning, and it is stated he made 
an agreement with the Pneumatic Dyna­ 
mite Gun Company, by which his firm 
will accept a contract ofiered by Secretare 
Wbitnev for building 
a dynamite-guii 
cruiser, for which Congress authorized him 
to contract last winter. 
The vessel is to 
make twenty knots an hour, and is to be 
manned with three dynamite guns capable 
of throwing a 200-poiind shell at least one 
mile once in ever}- two minutes. 
It is to 
cost not more than $350 000.

November 4th —John Muir, 
General Traffi - Manager of the Newport 
News and Mississippi Valley Company, an­ 
nounces the establishment of a new trans­ 
atlantic steamship line between Newport 
News, Virginia, and Liverpool, England, 
commencing December 1st. Several of the 
steamers of the Ducal line are under en­ 
gagement to make regular semi-monthly 
sailings from Newport News, the first being 
the D use of Westminster, about December 


10th, to be followed by the Duke of Buck­ 
ingham two weeks later. 
T h rillin g E x p erien ce w ith an In san e Man* 
F itts h u ro , November 4th —Peter Ken­ 
ney, employed as a telegraph operator at 
Ingraham Station, on the Pittsburg, Cin­ 
cinnati and St, Louis Railroad, had an ad­ 
venture at an early hour this morning that 
he will not soon forget. He was engaged 
at his instrument, when he heard a noise 
as if some one was tr} ir>g to open the door, 
but thought nothing of it, nor even looked 
up from his work until startled by a touch 
on his coat sleeve, lie turned partly around, 
and to his horror saw a tall, gaunt figure, 
dressed in white, with a long knife in its 
hand standing directly over him. 
He 
cleared the slight railing surrounding bis 
desk as a single bound, but the strange 
visitor was between him and the door, and 
he began pleading for his life. The specter 
made no move to follow him, except to 
prevent his escape by the door. 
As tlie 
ghostly creature made no advance, the op­ 
erator in a measure recovered his self-pos­ 
session and stood on the defensive in the 
furthest corner of the room. Tlie appari­ 
tion then sea'ed itself in Kenney's chair 
before the telegraph instruments, keeping 
close watch on the movements of the op­ 
erator. They retained the same relative 
positions for nearly an hour, during which 
time the trains on the railroad approaching 
that point were brought to a standstill. 
One or two trains had been stopped for the 
siirnal to go ahead. The crew of the tn»t 
train finally walked up the track to the tel­ 
egraph office to tiud out the cause of the 
delay, when they discovered the operator's 
predicament and subdued bis captor after a 
desperate struggle. It wa3 subsequently 
learned that the strange visitor resided at 
Sheridan Station, nearly a mile away, and 
had escaped Irom his home about mid­ 
night. 
P ro p o sed In te re stin g Fxhibit* 
W a sh in g to n , November 4:h.—The Sec­ 
retary ot the Board for the promotion of the 
proposed permanent Exposition of the 
three Americas in this city in 1-392, has re­ 
ceived letters of acceptance from members 
ex-officio of the Board, also a letter from 
Major Rowell, Director of the Geological 
Survey, in which he says that a feature of 
great interest might be made by collecting 
say twenty groups of the most distinctive 
Indian races in the country, with tlieir 
habitations, implements, etc.. and adds: 
“ Among the tribes selected should be Es­ 
kimos, with their summering dw ellings: 
Ilaidas, with their puncheon houses and 
totem posts : Wintuns (or Mandans), with 
their earth lodges; Zunis, in their stone 
pueblos, etc. And the Indians should have 
with them ponies, dogs, caged eagles, caged 
turkeys, etc. To the greater number of 
people in the United States an Indian is 
an historical tradition. The few scattered 
Indians that are seen in civilization no 
longer illustrate the primitive traits, habits 
and customs of the Indian in his primeval 
home. 
Ii is yet possible to make such an 
exhibition, though difficult: but in a few 
years more it will be impossible.” 
T he T ru e M ethod o f S ettlin g a ll L ab o r 
S trik es. 
P hiladelphia, November 4th.—An im ­ 
portant conference was held this afternoon 
between numbers of the 
Philadelphia 
Manufacturers' Association and the Gen­ 
eral Exeentive Board of the Knights of 
Labor, by which tlie Frankford troubles 
are practically settled. 
The Knights of 
Labor were represented fcv General Master 
Workman Powderly and Messrs. Hayes, 
Avlesworth and Carleton, of the General 
Executive Board, while nearly all the 
members of the Association's committee 
were presenton behalfof the manufacturers. 
As a result of the conference, the following 
statement was given out: 
At a meeting of the Aid Committee of 
the Philadelphia Manufacturers' Associa 
tion and the General Executive Board of 
the Knights of Labor, the latter withdrew 
all the 
grievances of the 
strikers at 
Troth's, with the exception of the one re­ 
lating to the question of wages, which will 
be referred to arbitration. This was agreed 
to by the Aid Committee, and practically 
settles the difficulties at Troth’s mill. 
It 
was also agreed that the General Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor, in con­ 
nection with the Aid Committee, shall 
have formulated a set of rules which shall 
govern them in the settlement of all fur­ 
ther difficulties between employes and em­ 
ployers, to the end of hereafter preventing 
strikes and lockouts. 
A G euuluo O ld-tim e K nockout. 
N ew Y o rk , November 4th.—The heavy 
weight, Jack Smith, of England (who won 
last year’s championship of the New York 
Athletic Club), and Billy Dunn, who has 
successfully fought Jack Fallon and other 
good men, fought a prize fight in New 
Jersey this morning. 
In the first round 
Smith got in heavy with his right on bis 
antagonist’s left cheek, and partly dazed 
him. The call of time saved Dunn from 
further injury. One of the joints of Sm i:hs 
fore finger on the right hand was dislo­ 
cated. Iti the second round Dour, became 
very aggressive. Smith tried an uppercut, 
in return for a blow in the ribs, and fol­ 
lowed it up with three good ones about the 
neck. When time was called Smith was 
doing capital work. Smith opened the 
third round by swinging his right to Dunn's 
left eye. bringing the first blood. Sud­ 
denly Dunn swung his right and landed it 
directly under his opponent’s leff ear. 
Smith fell like a log, completely knocked 
out. He bad not recovered consciousness 
when time was called, and the purse and 
battle were awarded to Dunn. 
H ow Itoston w ill E n te rta in H im . 
B oston. November 4th.—It has been ar­ 
ranged that the President, after his return 
from the ceremonies in Cambridge on Mon­ 
day, will hold a reception at Fanenil llati 
for the general public about 5 o'clock ." M.

After this the Presi­ 
dent wilt he escorted to the Boston and Al­ 
bany station by the Cadets, where he will 
take the train for New York. Mr». Cleve­ 
land and Mrs. Endicott will arrive here 
Saturday morning, and will be the guests 
of Mrs. Powell Mason, a sister of Mrs. 
Endicott. 
U erster an d H er Vuice. 
N ew Y o rk , November 4th.—Dr. A. G. 
Gerster, brother of the well-known singer, 
Etelka Gerster. to-day denied emphatically 
the report published that his s’ster had be­ 
come insane in consequence of the loss of 
her voice. He cabled to Europe for infor­ 
mation. and received a reply from his 
brother-in-law,who lives ill the house with 
Madame Gerster, and which declared the 
report as a malicious hoax. 
It adds: 
“ Madame Gerster's health is steadily im­ 
proving." 
Dr. Gerster says his sister has 
been suffering from a prolonged nervous 
depression, which has prevented her from 
sieging or exerting herself actively in any 
way. 
Her s'rength is now returning, and 
it is believed that with restored strength 
she will sing as well as ever.

Richard Preston, a coal dealer of Boston, 
is alleged to have absconded, owing between 
$100,006 and $150,000.

A PERMANENT EXHIBITION. 


A movement is on foot among leading 
business and industrial influences to estab­ 
lish in this city a permanent exhibition of 
the products of the Sacramento valley and 
foothill region. 
W e sincerely trust that it 
may he brought to realization. 
It is the 
one thing needed to supplement the im­ 
migration work now well under way. 
In 
conjunction with the movement, suggested 
by the R ecORD-Union on Wednesday, re­ 
garding the reception and escort of arriv­ 
ing excursionists and homcseekers, it will 
round out and complete the duty we owe 
to ourselves iu this matter of augmenting 
the population of the State by inducing 
the immigration of a desirable class of 
homcseekers. 
A permanent exhibition in 
this city, illustrative of the productive re­ 
sources of Central and northern California, 
w ill he the most serviceable and direct 
method of advertising this section possible 
to be adopted. 
The forthcoming Citrus Fair should be 
the nucleus of the new exhibition, which 
ought to be put in place speedily, that the 
excursionists now weekly arriving may lie 
taken to it and the whole productive ca­ 
pacity of valley and foothills be advan­ 
tageously laid before them. 
By the literature of production, climate, 
capacity, etc., scattered at the East, and 
by occasional exhibits there, supplemented 
by the excursion system, the drift of mi­ 
gration is turned this way. 
But arriving 
here, the immigrant must travel over a 
large territory to spy out the land, and 
even then he cannot, in brief space of 
time, examine all products of the couutry, 
But if, on arrival at Sacramento, he can he 
Liken into a suitable hall, where lie can 
examine at leisure examplesof all manner 
oí products of the central and northern 
section of the State, lie will in an hour 
gain a comprehensive idea of the capacity 
ot our soil and climate. 
Iu this same ex­ 
hibition the entire region treated would, 
of course, he majijied out for examination. 
Here, too, would be the headquarters of 
the Immigration Association, with compe­ 
tent officials in attendance to give informa­ 
tion. 
Here, also, would be found lists of 
lands, public and private, open to sale and 


o c c u p a tio n . 
The exhibits would, without any ques­ 
tion, be furnished free of cost, and we are 
confident they would also be transjiorted 
free to this city. 
The products that are of 
the perishable class would he renewed from 
week to week. 
The imjicrishahle articles 
would accumulate, increase in variety and 
.-.on constitute a museum of products, 
thoroughly illustrative of all growth from 
our soil, of our mineral resources, our 
woods, clays, soils; so, too, the fauna and 
Hora and the general natural history of the 
section would be represented in a brief time. 
In short, this permanent exhibition would 
become the central resort of our people 
and their Eastern guests, where the whole 
productive value of Central and Northern 
California could Vie shown them. 
Ilere, 
too, would be the mast convenient place 
for our citizens to meet strangers—in fact 
the exhibition hall and rooms would be­ 
come an immigration and land and produce 
“ Exchange.” 
The cost of maintenance of such an ex- 
aibition would not lie great. 
Whatever 
the cost, inside of a few thousand dollars, 
it would be a good investment and bring 
returns many fold. 
We need to awaken to 
the absolute necessity of missionary effort 
-n our own behalf. 
If we will, we can add 
to the prcducing and consuming population 
contributing to Sacramento a hundred­ 
fold within three years. 
If it is not done, 
there w ill be none to blame but ourselves. 
We have here a climate that is unsur­ 
passed for 
salubrity, healthfulness and 
general desirability for all manner of semi- 
tTopical production, as well as for all the 
products of the temperate zones. W e have 
soils unsurpassed in richness, and the re­ 
wards they return to the hands of the 
tillers. 
W e have here all things adapted 
to building, for fuel, and for most of the 
industrial arts. 
We produce unquestion­ 
ably the best fruits and grapes grown any­ 
where upon the contiuent, and are also 
unquestionably upon the eve of a solution 
of the problem of profitably marketing our 
unlimited fruit and vine products at the 
East. 
Our grain lands are not equalled, 
our area for the varied culture the broadest 
of that of any State, our climatic condi­ 
tions not paralleled for excellence upon 
this continent. If now, to these attractions 
for home-seekers they come not, we may 
v the blame at our own doors. 
It will 


lie the case of the light under the bushel, 
or the talent hidden in the earth. 
We have spoken upon this question very 
plainly. The simple truth is, that the few— 
a meager few—are doing all that is being 
done in the immigration movement. 
The 
many should engage in it. 
They will find 
a field for activity in this permanent exhi­ 
bition movement. 
They will here have 
opportunity to contribute their proportion 
of cost, as they certainly will reap their 
share of profit. 
Indeed, the setting up 
and maintenance of a permanent exhibi­ 
tion might wisely be made a community 
charge under municipal patronage, and 
thus all taxable property to be benefited 
lie legally listed for contribution. 
As a 
sound business investment, in connection 
with the work of the Immigration Associ­ 
ation, now maintained from private purses, 
there is no scheme in mind that promises 
so well, or such full and speedy returns. 
Let us not lose this opportunity. 


THE OLD PARTIES. 


There are those, who upon the heels of 
every election, prophesy the disintegration 
and retiracy of the 
old 
parties. 
The 
present ease has proven no exception. 
The highways are plentifully supplied 
with these prophets to-day, who are loud 
and emphatic in their lugubrious fore­ 
casts. 
But we place little confidence in 
these speculations. 
Both the great parties 
will live. 
They are not for a day, but an 
age. 
The Democratic party will exist by 
virtue of its opposition to progressive 
movements, for there always must lie such 
political organizations of a reactionary 
character. 
The Republican party will ex­ 
ist because of its historical basis, and be­ 
cause of its reformatory and progressive 
character. 
Both parties may suffer modi­ 
fications, adapting themselves to new ques­ 
tions and changing social conditions, and 
recognizing political protests by the peo­ 
ple, but the cohesive power of neither will 
fail. 
The efforts to form new' parties must 
proceed upon untried theories and with­ 
out the strength of tradition. 
It is use­ 
less to say that past records count for 
nothing. 
It is true that upon a party’s 
past it cannot alone live, but by a history 
in which it can take honest pride it is 
largely fortified. 
The great parties will 
not dissolve; they w ill prove their right 
to exist by grappling with social needs 
and living issues on the one hand, and by 
a conservatism on the other that will al­ 
ways, in greater or less degree, take the 
form of opposition to intolerant organ­ 
ization. 
It is inconceivable that the 
Republican part}', for instance, will melt 
away at the demand for a party that is to 
stand upon class distinctions, or that the 
Democratic 
party will 
yield its tra­ 
ditions 
to 
a 
new 
candidate 
for 
favor that proposes to array all the foreign- 
born citizens upon one side of the political 
battle-field and the native-born upon the 
other. 
Nor is it at all likely, despite re­ 
cent rebukes, that it will abandon its in­ 
grained free-trade doctrines or cease its 
opposition to the political policy of the 
Republican party. 
The old parties will 
exist, they will he chief actors in many a 
Presidential election to come, and the 
prophecies of their death or merger into 
new organizations will not be fulfilled in 
any near future. 
They are too closely 
knit into the life of the nation and too 
intimately related to its most stirring his­ 
tory to be stricken out of existence sud­ 
denly. 
The Republican party by its re­ 
cent triunijihs in the East testifies to a 
degree of vitality wholly at war with the 
idea of decay, or the fulfillment of a mis­ 
sion. 
As representative of the most intel­ 
ligent and progressive and 
courageous 
thought of the day, it will continue to lie 
the medium of its expression and to prove 
equal to the needs of the hour. 
Where 
influences dominate that tend to weaken 
it, there it Ls undergoing a purifying pro­ 
cess that is augmenting its strength and 
intensifying its vital tenacity. 
None of 
the side movements are likely to supplant it, 
but that some of them may influence it to 
the enlargement of its policy, or to the 
recognition of new ideas, is not improba­ 
ble. 
The antagonists of these will natur­ 
ally drift into the Democratic party, while 
those who would build up parties on “ one 
idea” will continue to project their ex­ 
tremist movements into political conten­ 
tion with varying successes at the polls. 
But the idea that the two old parties are 
to yield the political battle-ground to 
them speedily, if at all, is not sustained 
by reason. 


STATE ELECTION’. 


T he vote for Henry Cleorge in New 
York is not to be ignored, nor will it be. 
The political wisdom of the existing great 
parties will not close its eyes to the move­ 
ment, nor will it retreat before it. 
So far 
as the Republican party is concerned it 
will, we believe, meet it fearlessly, acced­ 
ing to reasonable demands, and courage­ 
ously resisting foolish and impracticable 
ones. 
The Democratic party we may 
expect to trim for votes, and to play the 
demagogue to attain to power. 
Out of 
over 218,000 votes in New York Henry 
George received nearly one-third, east in 
direct opposition to two of the strongest 
men the old parties could present. 
But 
what will lie the result? 
The broader 
recognition by the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic parties of the labor organizations 
and labor forces. 
The Republican party 
we may look to to meet these forces with 
reason and upon principle, and, we believe, 
with the result of commanding the respect 
of the most thoughtful and intelligent of 
the labor classes. 
Those adhering to the 
fanciful ideas of Mr. George will drift with 
him into socialistic currents, which Re­ 
publicanism will unfaltering stem. 
It has 
not failed in any emergency yet, nor will 
it. 
W ithin it are the chief forces that 
have preserved this a nation, and that will 
continue to lie the bulwark of the laws, 
and of hnman rights. 
It is, and will re­ 
main the friend of industry, the conservator 
of the best citizenship, the protector of 
the weak against the strong, the champion 
of the broadest liberty and the stay of 
honest labor and full wages, and the in­ 
alienable rights of free men.

We entirely believe him. and if 
he extended the destructive effect to the 
appetite for m utton chops, fruit or wheaten 
bread, we should believe him also. But 
why lim it us to hot water when tartar 
emetic, ipecacuanha, 
unrefined codlivcr 
oil, and perhaps twenty other drugs, would 
be at least equally potent? The old remedy 
of Rechab, total abstinence, is an easier one 
than that, and as perfectly effective, as long 
as it is pursued. The difficulty of the tem ­ 
perate is not to leave off alcohol, bnt to 
believe in the use cf leaving it off. They 
do cot find that the most perlect abstainers 
in the world, life convicts, become better 
people.— London Sjxrtator.

SER Y A M S’ 
WAGES. 


H ow W o m en H u r t T h e m s e lv e s b y H o u se ­ 
h o ld E x tra v a g a n c e . 
It m ust be adm itted that all dealings 
with female house servants are intrusted 
to women. They, then, a.’# responsible for 
the prices paid for the work they have to 
offer; and it is equally clear that they are 
paying for it at a ratio with which nothing 
else in the labor m arket is comparable. 
Are female servants scarce? Certainly not. 
Look at the crowded benches in our so- 
called 
“ intelligence [Heaven save the 
m ark !] offices ; glance at the long line of 
steerage passengers as they defile into Cas­ 
tle Garden from the crowded decks of our 
emigrant ships. 
Hundreds of women and 
girls are hastening to our shores from 
every part of Europe, asking for places in 
our kitchens. 
Is it that most of these are 
ignorant and valueless to the housekeeper 
who m ust have skilled labor? No. Ignor­ 
ant most of them certainly are, and many 
seem incapable of learning: yet the Irish 
girl, who, it employed in Dublin, would 
consider herself well paid for her labor by 
£10, or at most £12 per annum , no sooner 
presses her foot upon American soil tban 
she demands $200. 
More than any class of women in the 
world, if we except the indolent Asiatic, 
do American women need servants. We 
have not the robust fram e nor the sturdy 
strength of the Brirish matron or the Ger­ 
man hausfrau. Our climate is exhausting, 
our lives are varied and exacting, our 
frames are slight and our nerves weak. 
We can do much with our heads—much 
planning and thinking, m uch arranging 
and directing. 
To supplem ent this we 
need the strong arms, the tireless backs, of 
the peasant women of the Old World. 
If 
we were wise and sensible enough to pay 
them moderately, but fairly, to make them 
dress sensibly and live plainly, in every 
case where we now can have but one pair 
of hands to assist in the household work, 
while we make shift to do the rest, we 
m ight have two. 
Yes, there is no question 
that if the maid of-all-work, who now re­ 
ceives $16 per m onth and is fed “ like one 
of the family,” were to receive the same 
wages that an English housekeeper would 
pay, to eat what English servants are given 
to eat, instead of broils and roasts and 
daintly luxuries in the way of deserts, 
the jaded female head of our smaller 
American households would find that she 
could “ keep two girls” w ithout adding a 
dollar to her yearly expenses. 
And wiiy 
cannot this be done? Is it not a positive 
wrong that it should not be done? The 
l>oor of Europe are crowding to our shores 
dem anding work, and there is none for 
them ; begging for food and shelter, and 
suffering misery and lapsing into sin tor 
want of decent homes and honest labor. 
Are not onr women blind to their duty in 
giving one what is abundant for two, 
in keeping up an unnatural and unreason­ 
able scale o f prices for the benefit of a 
few? 
We have not waited for onr em ­ 
ployes to impress tho boycott upon us : we 
have boycotted ourselves. W ithout reason, 
w ithout outside pressure, in defiance of 
common sense, and to their detrim ent and 
ours; we insist upon a state of affairs that 
is a sarcasm npon our judgm ent and a con­ 
vincing proof that, whatever we m ay attain 
to in the future, men are very right yet in 
saying that we lack business knowledge 
and capacity, and show ourselves singu­ 
larly unintelligent in regard to the conduct 
of affairs.—Atlantic Monthly.

K ancho del Paso stable that has been cam ­ 
paigning back there, and several of H aggin’s 
new purchases. The cars will be left at the 
station on the ranch to nnload. 
A dis­ 
patch from New York, dated yesterday, 
says that the Turf, Field and Farm has the 
following in this connection :

gin's Maud H am pton, dam of Ban Fox 
and King Fox, will remain in K entucky 
to be bred to King Ban. 
Explosion will 
remain in Kentucky, and be bred 
to 
Falsetto, sire of Dewdrop. Mis3 Woodford, 
it is understood, will go to California, ana 
be probably bred to one of Haggin's im ­ 
ported A ustralian stallions. John Mackey, 
¿Superintendent of J. B. Haggin's California 
breeding farm, arrived in Chicago Tuesday, 
from Kentucky, with a carload of sixteen 
ruares and yearlings, destined for the Cali­ 
fornia stock farm, where they will be bred 
to Darebin and Sir Modred. 
Haggin now 
has at 
W ashington Park fifty head of 
brood mares and colts 
which will be 
shipped to California shortly.” 
A nother paper say s: 
Haggin has offered Jam es M urphy $12,500 
as trainer next year, but it has not yet been 
accepted. 
Among the pick of the Haggin year­ 
lings, two-year-olds next spring, is a full 
brother of Long Taw, said to be as fast as a 
ghost. 
Baldw in’s stable next 
vear will be 
stronger than ever, and will be formidable 
in every division, from the two-year-old up 
to the aged, embracing, as it will, such fiv­ 
ers as Volante, Lucky B., Mollie’s Last, 
Estrella, Grisette, Goliath. Laredo, with 
quite a lot of two-year-olds who are now 
yearlings of the m ost prom ising kind. Mc­ 
Clellan will be the trainer next year, as­ 
sisted by the young colored man. Camp­ 
bell, as at present, and M urphy and W est 
will be the riders. The latter will go 
w ith the stable to California, while M ur­ 
phy will winter at his hom e in Kentucky. 
The four-year-old horse. Garland, by 
Shannon, the property of R. Porter Ashe, 
died in Chicago recently. 
He was in the 
■care of a veterinary. This makes three 
racers lost by Mr. Ashe this season—Ingle- 
slde, Vera and Garland. H is ill luck 
seemed to follow him even up to the time 
o f his leaving the East, as at St. Louis, just 
before starting home, bis three-year-old 
filly, Guenn, was taken sick and almost 
died. The veterinary who was attending 
her said :

C hinese E x h u m atio n s, 
Governor Stoneman has forwarded the 
following letter to Secretary Bayard at 
W ashington, relative to the m atter of the 
disinterm ent of deceased Chinamen. 
It 
m ight be stated explicitly that this law 
affects w hite people as well as Chinese—not 
th e latter a lo n e : 
Hon. T. F. Bayard, Secretary o f Stale, 
Washington, D. C.—S ib : Referring to your 
favor in relation to the fee imposed in S a n 
Francisco for the disinterm ent of bodies of 
dead Chinese, I have the honor to inform 
you that further investigation discloses the 
fact that the charge is imposed by virtue of 
a law parsed by the Legislature at its ses­ 
sion of 1877-78. ' The Act is entitled “an 
Act to protect public health from infection 
caused by exhum ation and removal of the 
rem ains of deceased persons.” The law, 
after declaring it to be unlaw ful to disinter 
from a grave the body of any deceased per­ 
son, unless the person so exhum ing shall 
obtain from the Health, Officer. Mayor or 
B oard of H ealth a permit for such pur­ 
poses, further provides “that the officer of 
the m unicipal government of the city or 
^tow n, or city and county granting such 
perm it shall require to be paid each perm it 
the sum of $10, to be kept as a separate 
fund by the Treasurer, and which shall be 
used in defraying expenses in respect to 
perm its, and for the inspection of metallic 
case3, coffiti3 and in closing boxes herein 
required.” 
It is thus seen that the law, being a gen­ 
eral one, governing the whole State, the 
authorities of the city and county of San 
Francisco have no anthority to either re­ 
m it or reduce the fees demanded. I have 
the honor to be, very respectfully, yours, 
G eo rg e S tonem an, Governor.

Sophronia 
Taylor (deceased). $2,000 ; his half-brother, 
H enry Ross, $2,000; and half of the re­ 
m ainder of the property to his adopted 
daughter, Nellie Pierce, and the other half, 
in equal parts, to his nephew, C. A. Jen k ­ 
ins, and his niece, Em m a Lowe. C. A. 
Jenkins is named as executor, without 
bonds.

CATOR. 


BRIEF NOTES. 


V ie w s o f a C h ic a g o M e r c h a n t C o n ­ 
c e r n in g It a n d a M a r k e t 
fo r O u r F r u it. 


Dr. Latham , Secretary of the Citrus Fair 
Association, has received the following let­ 
ter concerning the approaching Citrus Fair 
and the m arketing of California fruits, 
which will be of interest to our readers: 
C hicago, October 28, 1886. 
D ear S ir : I see by the papers that you 
are to hold a citrus fair at Sacramento 
city in December, and there is some hope 
of the fruit being transferred to this place. 
This I think would be a grand thing for 
your part of the State. 
If we can get up 
such a display as you did last year it would 
be of incalculable benefit to Central Cali­ 
fornia. 
W hen people think of leaving the 
north and central States on account of the 
cold winters, the word northern California 
seems to strike a chill through them —they 
do not understand the true situation ; they 
do not understand that the orange, fig, 
pomegranate and lemon can he success­ 
fully grown from three to four hundred 
miles north of San Francisco. 
Hence an 
exhibit from your seclion would have a 
m uch more beneficial effect than if the 
arbitrary term s of northern and southern 
California had not crept into general use. 
W hen speaking of that State, if the terni 
California was applied to the entire State, 
people would associate with the name a 
land of flowers and sunshine. 
Bring your citrus fruits, your grapes, figs, 
nuts, raisins and other products. Bring 
the records of your rain-falls, your tem ­ 
perature, your maps, showing the geog­ 
raphy of the upper part of the State, your 
water-courses, your canals already dug, 
exaggerate nothing, but let the people here 
know what you h av e; that they can get 
lands at reasonable prices, and you can en­ 
list attention and secure part of the emi­ 
gration that is turning their attention 
towards the Pacific slope. 
Having spent my early life in, and north 
of Sacramento City, and traveled over a 
large portion of the lands, I know its capa­ 
bilities. My first venture as a m erchant in 
California was with an ox-train loaded 
with goods at Sacramento City in October, 
184», for Redding’s Diggings, now the town 
of Shasta. I did business in Sacramento in 
’50, and for fourteen years in Nevada City. 
I know the possibilities of that part of the 
State. I know wbat can be done, and you 
know w hat can be done, but the man who 
thinks of emigrating may not know, and he 
should be enlightened. 
They have seen 
the paintings of M ount Shasta with her 
perpetual snows : they have seen the Sierra 
N evadas; her lofty peaks with their fleecy 
coverings 
of 
white glistening in the 
sun's ra?S—at a distance looking cold and 
more suggestive to them of polar bears, of 
wraps and snow-shoes, than a land of citrus 
fruits. And it is hard for the emigrant 
who is seeking to find a warm er olimate, to 
realize that in full view of this evidence of 
perpetual winter, there is such a climate, 
as you have, from 2,000 feet elevation on 
the Sierra Nevadas to the ocean. 
H aring spent thirty-seven years of my 
life in California, I am a Californian from 
“ Siskiyou to San Diego, and from the 
m ountains to the sea.” Í know no north, 
no south, but I have seen enough in my 
travels East, and m y residence here, to 
convince me that if you want to get a fair 
proportion of the emigration you m ust be 
up and doing. Yes, send your exhibit, and 
have it so arranged that it can be renewed 
and kept up for a considerable length of 
time. That can bo done w ithout loss to 
any of the fruit-raisers, for as an article be­ 
gins to lose its attractiveness, it can be sold 
at a price that would pay the producer, and 
others can be put in its place. 
Anything we can d oto help m ake it a 
success we will do cheerfully. I have only 
treated this subject from the standpoint of 
populating the part of the State where I 
know you have so many advantages to offer 
those seeking homes. That it would be a 
great advantage to the producers to bring 
your exhibits here in attracting attention 
to California fruits, which to know is to ap­ 
preciate. There has been a great change in 
the demand for California fruit in the past 
two years, and I have no fears but all good 
fruit raised in California can be m arketed 
on this side at a profit to the producer, pro­ 
vided it is put on the m arket in a business­ 
like m anner. 
I do not agree w ith the party, who, (in 
an interview with Mr W einstock, that is 
published in the R ecoru-U nion. from the 
Rural Press of October 23d), uses the follow­ 
ing language: 
My judgment is that the Eastern market for 
California fruits is limited, and any that is sent 
here beyond that limit must depress prices and 
bring unfavorable returns. The best evidence 
of my sincerity in the belief that that the East­ 
ern m arket for California fruit is limited, is in 
the fact that while I have made very large in 
vestments in Chicago real estate, I have made 
none in California fm it lands. Had I faith in 
the idea that the East can consume all the fruit 
that Caliiornia can raise you may rest assured 
that I would long ago have made liberal invest­ 
ments in California fruit lands. 
W e m ight ask the gentleman where the 
money came front to m ake those “ very 
large investments in real estate.” 
W as it 
not made from California fruit ? We might 
also ask how it is that so lame a number of 
California fruit-growers should place their 
fruit in the hands of a man uho does not be­ 
lieve the same can be sold? Notwithstanding 
the gentlem an’s sagacity and want of faith 
in California fruit lands, the same has con­ 
tinued to advance, and in the part of the 
State where the fruit has not contributed 
so largely towards buying the Chicago real 
estate, the lands have become very high. 
W hen we see the great quantity of local 
fruit that is sold in this m arket we are 
forced to believe, that with proper manage­ 
ment, a very much larger am ount of Cali­ 
fornia fruit could be sold here to profit 
than has ever been done heretofore. 
We 
believe the m arket will expand as fast as 
the production of fruit increases, until all 
the good fruit California will raise can be 
marketed at a profit to the producer. 
I do 
not mean that it should all be marketed 
here in the green state, for some of it m ight 
be dried or put up in cans. 
1 have faith in 
the fruit lands of California, and for that 
reason I feel a deep interest in the bring­ 
ing of your exhibit of citrus and other 
fruits to this city. 
Hoping to hear from 
you, I rem ain yours, respectfully,

The scene of the massacre was 
M urkhur, 70 miles south of Gbuzni. Tbe 
insurrection was started by the Gbilzai 
tribe and continues to spread. 
Secretary Lam ar has affirmed the deci­ 
sion of Commissioner Sparks in the case of 
Philip Bailey against tbe Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, rendered April 30th of 
last year, involving the northeast quarter 
of the northeast quarter of section 29, 
township 14 north, range 2 east, Mount 
Diablo meridian, Sacramento, Cal.

Speech R e co rd in g .—A promising method 
of recording and reproducing speech is that 
of Mons. Leon Esquille. 
It consists of first 
speaking to a diaphragm having a highly- 
polished surface, from which a ray of light 
is reflected. The record of this speech is 
obtained by sim ply photographing the ray 
of light upon a traveling band of sensitized 
paper. After having been developed, tbe 
articulation may be reproduced by project­ 
ing the image of the trace by means of an 
electric arc. or calcium light, upon a selen­ 
ium receiver—the well-known apparatus 
for transforming light impulses into sound 
vibrations—and tbe speech is then heard 
through the telephone connected. This 
method is more troublesome than Edison's 
phonograph or Bell’s graphophone, but 
seems likely to give better results.

B ut there are 
other patents of more recent date upon the 
parts essential to the operation of the in­ 
strum ents. For instance, the Blake trans­ 
porter was not patented until 1881, and it 
is so broad that it may be said to cover al­ 
most any transm itter which m ight he con­ 
structed. This will practically secure the 
monopoly until 1898. Then there have been 
many other patents of date up to a very 
recent time, which, while not absolutely 
essential to telephoning, would defeat com­ 
petition, even if every patent on essential 
parts were out of the way. Thus the Bell 
company controls patents upon switch­ 
boards and other apparatus used in making 
connections, which would put competition 
by those who have not the right to use 
thei” at a great disadvantage. The nine­ 
teenth century will see nochauge from the 
present conditions, and it is impossible to 
foresee w hat other improvem ents will be 
patented which will in the future be con­ 
sidered necessities.—St. Ltnis Jtcjmblican.
